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HUNDREDS HOMELESS 


"Cripple Creek Partly De- 


stroyed by Fire. 


MANY 
BUILDINGS 
BLOWN 
UP 


An Aiiffrr Lass Throws a Lighted 


Lamp at Her Lover anil 


Starts the Blaze. 


CHIPPLE CREEK, Colo., April 25.— Am 


angry courtesan threw a lamp at her 
lover at 1 o'clock today and a million 
dollars worth of property waa destroyed 
in three hours. The lamp hit the stove, 
igniting the oil and setting fire to the 
furniture. In a few minutes the build- 
ing waa in., flames, fchla W&a Oouth'e 
dance hall on Myers avenue, near Third. 
lu a very abort time the adjoining 
buildings had caught, despite the efforts 
of the are department. It ebon became 
evident that the conflagration was to be 
a big one, but no one though it would 
reach such an area. 


The danger of a big conflagration 


was not perceived and it was thought 
that the firemen, whom were early on 
the ecene, would have the flames under 
control in a very few minutes. But in 
a short time the (ire had spread to the 
adjoining bbildings and a brisk wind 
sprang up. Then it was conceded by all 
that at least a half dozen buildings near 
the corner or Myerfl and Third streets 
would go, and the occupants began to 
move out. But many had waited too 
long and were uiiable to get to their 
goods. Home barely escaped with their 
livea, several women being dangerously 
burned. 


Every minute added fury to the flames, 


and when the tire bud spread several 
doora on either aide, the danger to the 
city was observed, but no one could real- 
ize how great the damage would bo. 
The beat became so intense that build- 
ings on the south side of Myers street 
took tire. Then it was that the occu- 
pants of stores ami ofllces saw the true 
danger and began to make preparations 
to Have their possessions. Every wagon 
in town was pressed into service, and 
•goods were hauled away. Not a tenth 
part of the goods were saved. By the 
time the postollice had caught, it be- 
came evident that the only way to stop 
the progress of the fire was to blow up 
buildings with dynamite. This was 
done under the supervision of the fire- 
men ttnd a number ot buildings had to 
be sacrificed before the fire had reached 
them. An accident occurred which coat 
a fireman his leg. He was placing a big 
charge under the Sisters' hospital, when 
It exploded, blowing his leg off. '' 


The fire started at 1 o'clock and by 4 


o'clock it had demolished the blocks be- 
tween Third and Fifth on Myers, be- 
tween Third and Fifth on Bennett, stop- 
ping just this side of the new Midland 
depflt and warehouse, between Third 
and (Fifth on Oarr, with the exception 
of a few buildings on the Third street 
aide. Nearly all the building* between 
Third and Fifth on Baton were de- 
stroyed. Many people lost everything 
they had. 


The people uol afflicted have offered 


shelter to the homeless, of which there 
are several hundred. 


The First National bank was doing 


business in another part of town while 
their building was burning. The burnt 
district is to be rebuilt at once with 
brick and stone buildings. 


The property on Myers avenue was 


occupied in the moat part by saloons. 
Two theaters were there and innumera- 
ble dance balls. The poatolUce on Jen- 
nett avenue is a total wreck, only the 
vault atauding. Twenty thousand let- 
tera and thousands of packages wore 
deattoyed. The First National hank's 
vault is standing. All the books and 
papers were saved. The Episcopal and 
Congregational 
churches 
wore 
de- 


stroyed. The city jail, in which were 
confined about twenty prisoners, has 
only the iron cnges left. The prisoners 
were released. The Sisters' hospital 
waa blown up after the patients had 
been removed to tho Pike's Peak hos- 
pital. Mayor Steele ordered all the ea- 
foona closed, which prevented lawless- 
ness. 


A report waa started that theives were 


busy, and a hundred deputies were at 
once sworn in and the militia called out, 
but no depredations were committed. 
Hundreds of people were made homeless, 
but they were all given shelter by the 
generous people of the town. The fal- 
len women wore made welcome in the 
best houses in the city. Tho total in- 
surance will reach about $250,000. 


A TEST CASE. 


Action to Decide the Question of 


County Elections. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.— An action 


was commenced today that wiH test the 
IAW changing the terms of county offi- 
cials from two to four years. Julius 
Kahn haa asked for a restraining order 
to prevent the local board of election 
commissioners from spending municipal 
funds for the purpose of electing city and 
county officials this year. Kahn alleges 
that the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco comes within the provisions of the 
law of 1803, which provides that county 
officers shall be elected ev.ery four years. 
He savs the election com aiissioners have 
passed a resolution directing the pur- 
chase of a large quantity of ballot paper 
for an election in November. This elec- 
tion, he thinks will be contrary to IAW 
and will entail, a useless expenditure of 
public funds.

House. 


THREE PLANS ARE MENTIONED 


A Series of Installments at Fixed 


Dates Advocated by the 


Committee. 


WASHINGTON-, April 25. — Chairman 


Powers of the house committee on Pa- 
cific railroads today presented to the 
house the report of the majority of the 
committee upon the Poaiflc railroad 
bill. It make a very comprehensive 
and exhaustive document. The report 
sketches very briefly the familiar his- 
tory of the legislation by which the gov- 
ernment granted subsidy bonds to the 
Pacific roads, and then outlines ex- 
haustively the provisions which con- 
gress has made from time to time for 
the repayment of the bonds. 


The report says on this point: "The 


acts of congress prescribing the provis- 
ions to be made by the companies for 
the repayment of bonds and the inter- 
est thereon, have all been fully com- 
plied with by the companies." 


It waa believed by congress, tuo re- 


port says, that the provisions so pre- 
scribed to be made would sudice to dis- 
charge the aubaidy bonds and interest 
thereon at maturity. As a matter of 
fact they have not sufficed. 


The insufficiency of the congressional 


provision had not resulted from any 
failure or omiusion of any of the com- 
panies to fully carry out the provisions 
of tho various acts of congress, but has 
resulted from two causes: First, tho 
;reat reduction in rates of transporatiou 
which has reduced, far beyond the orig- 
inal anticipation, the amount of com- 
pensation which ihe companies were en- 
titled to receive from the United States 
for government transportation, and, sec- 
ond, the reduced and until a very re- 
cent date the constantly diminishing 
rate of interest upon tho government 
bonds in which the Thurman sinking 
fund was originally required to he in- 
vested. It waa expected that the reten- 
tion of half of the compensation for serv- 
ices rendered for the government would 
equal or exceed tho current interest 
upon the subsidy bonds and that the re- 
served 5 per cent of net earnings would 
suffice for the repayment of the princi- 
pal of the debt at maturity. 


It was estimated that the average an- 


nual interest would be (3,802,080, and 
the fact that the army and navy trans- 
portation and postal service to the Pa* 
rifle had cost the government annually 
(7,357,781, one-half of this compensa- 
tion for services • to the government 
would have very nearly paid the whole 
annual interest account; but, notwith- 
standing the vast Increase in the gov- 
ernment transportation to the Pacific 
coant, the rates of compensation at 
which the companies were paid for the 
services which they rendered the gov- 
ernment, were reduced so low that tho 
companies instead of receiving an amount 
double or oven equal to the annual in- 
terest on the subsidy bonds, found them- 
selves left debtors annually to the gov- 
ernment in the interest account in largo 
amounts. 


Tho insufficiency of ttio nets of 18(12 


and 180-1 becomine obvious, tho report 
itates, congress in 187S passed 
the 


Thnrmau act, providing for the reserva- 
ion of the whole instead of half the 
compensation for government transpor- 
tation, and with amounts reserved in 
the bond and mterQfltacuount(so-callod) 
and tho further amounts specified in the 
act, to be paid into tho Tburmnn sinking 
!und, should at luast equal 25 per cent 
of the net earnings of the properties. 
The provisions of tho law liavo been 
:ully curried out and there has been 
110 interruption (notwithstanding the in- 
solvencv of one of these companies) in 
the continued compliance by both tho 
Union Pacific railroad company and ilia 
Dontral Pacific railroad company, with - 
Lhe full requirement a which congraas 
lias heretofore established, but the ex- 
pectation of Senator 'Ihurninn that the 
j nkinii fund could ba invested in 
government bonds upon a 5 per cent, or 
anything tike a 5 per cent basis utterly 
[ailed, as for a very considerable portion 
of the time government bonds have sold 
very much nearer a 2 per cent than a 6 
per cent basis. 


Thesu companies have repaid to the 


United States sums, which in tho ag- 
gregate aro almost equal to the entire 
amount of the subsidy bonda loaned ; 
and in the case of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company the repayments will 
exceed by tho sum of about $5,000,000 
the entire amount of the subsidy bonds 
issued to its constituent companies. 
The decline in rates of transportation is 
obvious when it is considered that the 
army and navy transportation and 
postal service to the 
Pacific before 


the construction of the roads coat 
the government annually $7,357,781, 
while the cost of a like transportation 
on both the Union and Central Pacific 
in 1894 (the latcat year for which the 
accounts have been made up) when the 
volume of business transported must 
have been ninny times aa Igreat as that 
transported before the construction of 
the rotula, coat the covernment only 
$1,753,426. 
On the other hand, the 


Thurman sinking fund, instead of earn- 
ing 6 per cent per annum on the amount 
therein, has yielded only comparatively 
insignificant returns. 


Three possible lines of policy seemed 


op^n to the government, Mr. Powers 


First— To enter into possession of the 


properties which would involve the im- 
mediate payment of $61,385,000 first 
mortgago bonds. 


Second— Foreclosure .inJ sulo of tho 


gtverniiioni'fl lieu, which would prac- 
tically reach the aamo result of tho 
government's acquisition of the toads. 
The roads, if sold for what they would 
fetch, would yield little or nothing for 
the government on its debt. 


Third— To make arrangements with 


tho companies which would secure to 
the government the payment of fixed 
amounts at prescribed dates, as large as 
the reasonably anticipated 
earnings 


would bear. 
ttThe committee, the report continues, 
adopted the third plan and extended 
the government lion to embrace the 
whole proprieties, including terminals, 
branch lines and feeders and equip- 
ments.

"Nationally," said Mr. McNab, "the 


outlook for the party in not bracing, I 
inuat admit, but things are mending 
and there is no telling what the Itepub- 
licans may not do to help us. The 
declaration of the Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts and Kliode Island for Governor 
Kuasell the other day is a good sign, 
lluefiell ia a strong man who baa twice 
been governor of llepublican Massachu- 
setts. Pattiaou? Well, Pattison spoiled 
himself by running for mayor of Phila- 
delphia and (letting the life knocked out 
of him. That makes him stale, and a 
reformer can't afford to get stule, or i 
he can a party can't afford to take him 
up. 


"Tho monetary inane is scaring both 


the parties, and tho Republicans are 
getting ready tn dod^e It by raising this 
war for McKinley and more protection. 
They will have to face it, however, and 
EO will we. Russell is a straight-out 
gold man and therefore all right for 
Eastern votes, however it may be out 
this way. The Democracy can't elect a 
President without tho thirty-six elec- 
toral votes of New York, which is more 
votes than all the distinctively silver 
stales of the West combined possess. I 
think the Republican tendency will be 
to placate the gold men aud the Demo- 
cratic to go aa far aa is sale to pleaao the 
silver men." 
Mr. McNab is not a silverlto himself 


but ho is not In the habit, n« a politi- 
cian, of letting his inclination interfere 
with his judgment. "According to my 
observation," he eald, "there in a pre- 
ponderance of silver sentiment in the 
Democratic party of California. But 
the difference of opinion on the question 
hasn't made any bad blood so far. The 
Btate convention, I think, will send to 
Chicago a mixed delegation, half for 
ellvor, half for uold, and leave them to 
do the best they can In tho national 
convention. 
"We haven't any reason to be afraid 


of thu McKinley enthusiasm to the ex- 
tent that it involves tho tariff iaeue. 
We have met and beaten the opposition 
on ttmt before. On the financial initia- 
tion tho Republicans are divided as well 
as wo. The sorioua trouble with the 
Pomocrats is that the party everywhere 
ia more or less disgruntled. Right or 
wrong, it is dissatisfied with the admin- 
istration and the last Democratic con- 
gress. 
If the Republicans elect the 


President it will bo because Democrats 
help thorn to do it by staying away 
from tho polls. The party lackacohesion 
and order, and a party that expects n 


As to the proposal that in this state 


there shall bo a fusion between the Dem- 
ocrats and Populists for the election of 
congressmen, McNab 
Bpoko approv- 


ingly: "I haven't discussed the thing 
with anybody of consequence yet nnd 
don't know that it amounts to more 
than a mi^cQliou thrown out to an in- 
terviewer by Max Popper, hut it'a a 
good idea. The Democrats of California 
have one issue, u homo iesuo, on which 
they are united, and that's the railroad. 
The 1'opnliuta aro with ua on that, aa 
was shown by the election of Govurnor 
Budd. There's no reason, then, why 
we shouldn't join an against the Repub- 
licans, who are in the minority in the 
state. My notion is that tho Populists 
should make no nominations in possible 
Democratic districts and that the Demo- 
crats should make none where the Popu- 
lists arc strong. In that way we'd get 
in some anti-corporation men anyway. 


"And speaking of congressmen and 


the corporations, we've got a now rod 
in pickle. Sutro is to be asked to take 
a nomination in the Fifth district from 
the Democrats and Populiets. Loud, 
who now represents it, got in by a 
plurality last time. It is composed of 
part of San Frauacico together with 
Santa Clara and San Mateo counties. It 
has a normal Republican majority of 
about 2000, but Sutro could carry it 
easily. He is tired of being mayor and 
won't accept a renornination, but^e 
liono that he will consent to go to con- 
gress for a change. No, the old gentle- 
man has lost hone of hia popularity with 
the masses. Of course he ia peculiar 
und overworks the Octopus, but that 
doesn't hurt him any. He stands ron- 
spicuously for the Califormaii Demo- 
cratic anti-railroad issue and we ought 
to send him to Washington to represent 
it there. 
"It would bo a dose for Huiitington, 


but wo don't exist to please Huuthigton. 
In fact the more we can do to displease 
him tho better satisfied w« ought to be. 
The Southern Pacific is trying, ag usual, 
to take 11 hand in our party aftuira here 
and I've served notice on Brother Her- 
rin to atop it. If he docen't I moan to 
pet up on the plalform nt th» ulnte con- 
vention and dniw ••<• truthful- portrait of 
that gentleman. 
IIu needs mor» public 


attention than he's getting, und I'll give 
it to him if he does not confine his ener- 
gies to Republican politics. Mr. Her- 
rin, aa head of the Southern Pacific's 
law department, ia trying to occupy a 
silk uoaition in thla community, and ho 
is doing BOW'S ear work politically. To 
roaat Horrin may become a high Demo- 
cratic duty, aa well as ti personal pleas- 
ure."

The Kcncwinr of Skirt*. 


A woman, in moderate nfrrnnistances 


always likes to be as saving as irassiblo. 
Therefore a bit of advice in regard to 
widening skirts of tho past season should 
not go amiss. 


A skirt 111113* he very near the fashion 


and yet lacking in width for present re- 
quirements. They being really the most 
important part of a dress and tlio most 
costly, u little ingenuity and discretion 
work wonders. 


To widen a dress of last year rip tlio 


seams to or above the knee, according to 
tho width required, and lill in with full 
pointed panels of a different material. 
A spring silk skirt would Innk well with 
panels made of laco edged with a nar- 
row braid or cord. 


Then, again, should tho skirt bo of a 


fashion dating beyond last season, tho 
best method for altering it would bo to 
add a tablier. To do this the seams must 
bo ripped all fJic way up, and the front 
breadth cut up (lie center uud let flow 
back on each side. Then tho side scams 
should be token in at tho hips and darts 
added. It is quite necessary, if tho skirt 
is to bo well fitting, to have the seams 
flow the full width of tho material from 
the hips downward. The spuco in front 
can then be filled in with a lining as 
fonndation for tho tablier. 


If tho skirt is for evening wear, a 


pretty way would bo to mount on tlio 
lining a tablier of some light material a 
triflo narrower than tlio lining, say, 
about ono inch at the waist and widen- 
ing toward tho bottom, and cover the ro- 
maining space with flrmly lined rovers 
tapering from the waist on either side. 


Another wny would bo to cut away 


tho lower portion of tho tablier in an 
ornamental line at the lower edge and 
fill in the space with velvet or lace cov- 
ered satin. To conceal the junction of 
tho two materials, trim with a narrow 
guipure and finish with ribbon bows.— 
Now York Journal.

Father Allaire, missionary apostolic 


lo tbo French Kongo, was recently in 
franco to order u small iron steamboat 
to be usod in visiting the mission sta- 
tions, aud WHS persuaded while there 
to contribute to Lo Correspondanfc an 
uccouut of his work and its Hold. 
Tho 


courageous fathers of tho French Catho- 
lic missions in Africa visit regions hith- 
erto scarcely known to white men, aud, 
living habitually far boyoiid tho bounds 
of tho now African civilization, have 
peculiar opportunities of studying un- 


lodifled savago life. Father Allaire has 


been for ton years in tho French Kongo, 
and for the lust six years at Liranga. 


His homo station of Lirauga is sur- 


rounded by citnuibal tribes, aud not on- 
ly has ho time aud again declined hos- 
pitable invitations to take part in a can- 
nibal feast, but more than once ho 1ms 
iisceriied among his neighbors a han- 
kering after his own flesh. 


"You aro wrong," said a cannibal 


when the father turned iu disgust from 
an offer of human flesh. "You should 
tnato it, and after that you'd cover turn 
away; it is so good." 


A cannibal, bearing aloft a bloody 


human bead, said to tho father: 


"That Is tho head of one you knew 


well. 
We ate him tbroo days ago. 
He 


was delicious. Yon should have come 
earlier so as to havo a taste." 


Cannibalism is a veritable passion 


with some of tho father's black iieigh- 
jors. 
Rescued slaves tell him, and he 


jolioves it, that there aro in the interior 
chiefs who eat uo flesh save that of girls 
md boys from 10 to 1(1 yearn of age. 
3o made a journey up tho Kongo to tho 
and of tho fierce Bondjos, (strangers to 
him, with tbo hope of buying children 
out of slavery and taking them back to 
tho mission station. 
When ho reached 


Ngomhoc, an agglomeration of six or 
seven largo cannibal villages, ho was 
constantly sainted with tlio words: 


"Sell us children. 
Wo will buy, bnt 


uot Hell them." 


Tho cannibals had evidonntly hear 


of his mission, aud tho journev was i 
vain. When ho was about to return, 
chief invited him to anchor opposite 
village, saying: 


"Show your goods (hero, and my pco 


pie will fetch down tbo slave children 
to selL " 


Tho father accepted tho iuvitatiou 


climbed with difficulty tho fitoop em 
baukment, more than SO feet high, up 
ou which stood tlio fortified village, am 
entered tho place with an intorprote 
aud a few followers. Sixty savages Bur 
rounded the priest, and ho and tho chie 
wont through tho famous form of blooc 
brotherhood, each making a 
aHgh 


wound in his arm and permitting UIL 
outflowing streams of blood to inhiglo 
Tho father then discovered that there 
wore uo women or children in Bight 
ami that tho points of spears wore trem 
bliug behind tho houses. The chief trad 
douly demanded gifts for hiuiHolf auc 
all his moil. 


There was BiJonco Iu tho village 


while tho blacks babbled ceaselessly iu 
the sun, and tho lances peeped out here 
aud there from behind the huts. 
Tli 


father answered that hu won Id bo glut 
to pay handsomely for any slaves tha 
ihould be brought to the boat. 
At this 


the chief seized his left hand aud bad 
him begone. When tho father was road; 
to make tho etoep descent of the bank 
he saw a stealthy giant juat roady tt 
lance ono of the men from tbo steam 
boat. His loft baud still grasped by th 
chief, thu father aimed his uucbargct 
rifle at tho uegro below, and the latter 
dropping his weapon, drew back. 


The next instant tho chief had punned 


tho father over the bauk. 
Ho lay stun- 


ned for a Bocoud, but rose unhurt to m_. 
tho savago luncors attacking his own 
men, and tho latter <mstiug themselves 
into the river for safety. 
Quickly load- 


iiig his rifle, bo turned upon the attack- 
ing party, bnt at sight of tho loaded 
weapon tho negroes fled. Onco on 
boat the father found that none of his 
men was wounded. 
One, the black in- 


terpreter, was missing, mid ho was BOOI 
discovered making roady to fitorm tho 
village. 
Ho declared that with two ri-

:her refused to undertake the task.

Slavery is worse for children tliuii for 
dulls, and in parts of tho French Kou- 
[o children aro used as money.

laves.' Slave children pass through tho 
muds of an many aa 20 chief A 
A na- 


tive law makes a thief caught in'tho 
act tho slavo of his captor, aud it is not 
unusual for men to expose valuable1 
things, and then lie iu ambush to cap- 
tnro aud thus ouslnvo any ono that 
yields to tho temptation to steal tho ar- 
ticle exposed. Young children aro seized 
and enslaved when found alotie, and 
African mothers, who arc most tender 
of their littlo ones, guard thorn with 
yrent care.

cism of the disjigreeablequuHtics of the 
speaking voice, especially the harshness 
of the voices nf American women. Lit- 
tle has been raggetited. however, to rom- 
vAf tho defects. As fur the singing voice, 
it has lately been "stated that "of nil 
branches of musical study the most dis- 
couraging perh:ti« is the cultivation of 
tlie voice," 


Here is something winch interests 


thousands of persons, and when wo in- 
clude in our subject tho improvement 
of tho speaking -voice it is one winch 
should interest millions. 
People are 


ecarco who really care nothing about 
music. 
Tliey are scarcer still who do 


not carry a musical instrument about 
•with them wherever they go. The sing- 
er is at no trouble or expense to procure 
an instrument upon which to perform. 
All he needs to do is to open his mouth 
.and it is ready. 
Moreover, this instru- 


ment, rightly treated, needs far less 
practice than any piano or violin, and 
there is a method of right treatment 
which can be described to "out of the 
way stninntR. " This method consists of 
just two tilings—relax the tliroat, begin 
all practice at the top of the voice. 


In order to gain a relaxed throat 


simply try to stretch tlie thr".".t npnif. 
as in yawning, and to sins ns low down 
in the throat as possible. Never imagine 
that any tones proceed from or go to 
the top of the head, but think that thcy 
Dll start from a point low in the throat, 
and must, come directly out of the 
mouth, toward the front- teeth. 
A con- 


tracted tliroat produces a rough. r:i>-piug 
or nasal voice. An open, relaxed tliroat 
produces a round, smooth, clear voice. 


The second injunction—begin all prac- 


tice at tho top of tlie voice—is most im- 
portant 
More harm h:is been done by 


the training of voices upward than the 
world hafl yet any idea, and it is mar- 
velous that wo havo not h-amed this 
fact before tho end of tho nineteenth 
century. 
Scales should never be SUNK 


upward by beginners, because this tends 
to emphasize instead of to bridge over 
nny breaks that tho voice may have. By 
always training the voice downward 
thu difficulties wilh regard to breaks 
and registers arc overcome without any 
theorizing and experimenting on the 
part of the student An exercise which 
can bo practiced with immense benefit 
by every student is to begin at tho high- 
est tone, that tho singer can tako easily 
and singpjich successive, touo downward 
to tho syllable, "hu" low down in the 
throat m possible, using n great deal of 
breath lor each syllable and taking 
fresh breath for each one. 


Besides tho question how best to im- 


prove tho singing voice, pOTHonfl »ro 
seeking answers to two other questions 
—how can we 'improve our shaking 
•voices and can we all leurii to sing? 


Tho speaking voice can be made pleas- 


ant and .agreeable in the same way that 
the Hinging voice is improved. It is most 
emphatically true that nmuy persons 
Bpenk habitually in tones that are un- 
necessarily shrill and rasping. This is 
caused -by tliroat 
contraction, which 


squeezes tlio tone and rentiers it rough. 
To relax the tliroat by stretching >* °IK'n 
as in yawning and to speak low in the 
tliroat allows the tone to be smooth, 
round and clear. A very unwise injunc- 
tion is often given in this connection— 
viz, "Do not speak in such a high key." 
The very opposite of this should bo in- 
culcated. Voices are never shrill because 
they are high; they only sound shrilly 
because the throat is apt to be contract- 
ed more on high tones. This weakens 
the high tones and the effort to speak 
loudly causes forcing of the voice. If 
people would relax the tliroat and then 
strengthen the high tones by their free 
and proper use, they would soon notice 
a vast improvement in tone quality. 


"Can every one Icaru to sing?" Un- 


questionably, yes. Every one who can 
speak can also learn to sing, if he will 
take a little trouble, for tlie very same 
instrument, the larynx, furnishes tho 
voice for both speech and song. Tho 
only difference between tho speaking 
voice nod the singing voice is that the 
former uses the lower and medium tones 
and tlie latter uses chiftfly Uio higher 
und medium tones. If a person thinks 
ho cannot sing, let him, in tho first 
place, be satisfied to begin at the begin- 
ning, instead of at tbe end. Let him not 
bo discouraged because ho cannot at 
once sing a whole tone' correctly, but let 
him believe that; if, as must be -the. 
case, ho am form any single tone or two 
tones correctly, he can improve upon 
this ability, just OR any one who -can 
add two aud two can also add three and 
three, and then four and four. The main 
thing to understand IB that inability to 
sing is not generally caused, as in so 
of ten supposed, by want of voice orwanc 
of »ar, but simply by lack of flexibility 
of Tuice—that is, weakness of the mus- 
cle* which tighten and relax the vocal 
cords.—New York Herald.

The total number of bricks required 


was yfi,000,000, each one being nuidi 
by tho convicts on tho premises, or oi 
Homo adjoining land leased for Ibe pur 
pose. Thu iron castings were obtained 
from Portland or Chatham prison, tli 
gmuHofroui Dartmoor and the Portland 
stone- from Portland. Tho total cost of 
tho prison was moro than £97,000.—
